1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Robert E. Bushnell on 2/18/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: in claim 2, line 6, after "encoding" 
insert -a--; also in claim 2, line 9, after "counting" insert -a--. 

In claim 3, line 1, after "claim" delete [4] and insert -2--. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of Smith (US 6,414,610) provides a relatively fast and reversible codec method, 
apparatus and data structure with a persistent, resident, broadly adaptive dictionary, 
with optional supplementary dictionary. The dictionaries may be built from a plurality of 
input streams and optionally previously compressed streams, and may be employed in 
batch mode or real time over a communication system to compress and decompress 
information. Further Smith provides for adapting a connection structure forming part of a 
dictionary in a computer memory device, and method for adapting the entire dictionary. 
Yet further Smith provides for a method of enabling compression and decompression of 
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symbol streams transmitted between two or more devices, such a server and client 
devices in a network. Still further Smith provides for creating a dictionary for use in 
compression or decompression, by adapting the dictionary by way of additive or change 
related processes. See summary of the invention. The prior art of Smith failed to teach 
or suggest for " transposing bytes at each column of the source image data to bytes at 
each row of the source image data; determining start information, said start information 
containing header information and containing information on a chain that was the 
starting point where compression on the source image data is started; encoding a 
plurality of sequential chains and generating compressed data including said encoded 
chains; each one of said sequential chains corresponding to one selected from among a 
current chain alone and the current chain with at least one chain succeeding the current 
chain, said selecting being in dependence upon whether a dictionary contains chains 
having same value as the current chain, the dictionary being composed of chains 
preceding the current chain; and including said start information in said compressed 
data, each chain being composed of at least two consecutive bytes at a row, 
neighboring bytes at each row having neighboring memory addresses, offset of 
neighboring bytes at each column corresponding to width of row of the source image 
data.".
